SEOUL (AP) — South Korean 


President Chung Hee Park is re- 
ported considering a trip to talk 
with President Johnson if U.S. 
presidential envoy Cyrus Vance 
doesn't resolve the U.S.-South 
Korean rift over Korean securi- 
ty.

colleagues who have legal training say that 
the governor went beyond the bounds of 
his constitutional authority in exercising 
the veto function in that manner. 


Now the head of the reference bureau 


of the legislature acknowledges his own 
uncertainty about the technicalities of law 
involved, and in response to an inquiry 
from 
the 
assembly leader, 
offers 
the 


opinion that it is perfectly proper for the 
legislature as a coordinate branch of the 
state government to start an action in the 
state supreme court to clarify and make 
certain the original consitutional provision 
as amended several decades ago. 


Mr. Theobald, of the reference bureau, 


notes that there is a scarcity of court cases 
that have touched upon the disputed point. 
Inferentially, at least, he suggests that it 
may be wise to have some certainty in such 
an important subject dealing with 
the 


respective powers of the 
constitutional 


branches of government. 


Aside from the merits of the vetoed 


portion of the television bill, which touch 
upon 
bureaucratic 
interests, 
legislative 


suspicions, perhaps even some political 
considerations, we believe Mr. Theobald is 
right 
and that 
Mr. Froehlich and 
his 


colleagues on the committee on legislative 
organization should proceed to test the 
case. 


In our own studies and observations of 


state affairs, we have always tended to 
assume that the "item veto," meaning the 
refusal to sign a particular section of a 
fiscal measure, was intended to relate to 
general appropriation or state budget bills. 
At 
least 
some governors of our 
own 


recollection so interpreted the constitution- 
al law. As it happens, the constitutional 
amendment under dispute simply uses the 
word "appropriation," however, and it is 
upon that fact that Mr. Knowles evidently 
relied. Mr. Froehlich, in reply, says that 
there is considerable doubt, in the minds of 
lawyers, and on the basis of precedent, that 
the amendment meant a single appropri- 
ation bill, even such a minor one as the 
television bill that carried a paltry appro- 
priation (most of the money expected to be 
used will be borrowed, or received from 
the national government in grants in aid). 


"This veto by the governor has raised 


questions in the minds of several legislators 
as to how extensively the 
item veto 


procedure can be used by a chief executive 
in thwarting legislative intent," the speaker 
has said with some asperity. 


We don't know who is right. We doubt 


that anybody can now say with certainty. 
The initiation of an action in the state 
supreme court strikes us as a useful means 
of guiding future governors and legislators, 
aside from the immediate argument. 


Education Program Spread Still Thinner 


President Johnson made a strong advo- 


cation for an expanded federal program in 
higher education. But due to the same 
reason that has meant cutbacks all along 
the line domestically, his proposed budget 
for education is really barely keeping even 
with last year's. 


There have been some changes that 


probably are merited. The emphasis in 
federal aid for higher education is now to 
be on programs specifically 
aimed 
at 


students and services rather than upon 
construction. However, aid for construction 
is far 
behind its originally 
ambitious 


conception, so it cannot be argued that the 
construction program has been completed. 
There is also a healthy increase in the 
proposed budget for the Teachers Corps 
although 
Congress 
has 
taken 
a more 


limited view of this program in general in 
the past. 


But the small increases and in some 


cases even decreases at the elementary and 
secondary levels unfortunately will mean a 
continued downgrading in the effort to 
improve opportunities for deprived young- 
sters. The President's National Advisory 
Council on the Education of Disadvantaged 
Children has criticized the program as it 
now exists. The projects spread funds too 
thinly, they emphasize 
skill 
acquisition 


instead of subject matter and in general are 
using old methods which have not worked 


with deprived youngsters instead of explor- 
ing new ways. The proposed budget cuts 
back Title II on library materials by more 
than half while it adds new programs such 
as bilingual education and some $14 million 
for planning an evaluation of federally 
supported 
school 
programs. 
Again, 
it 


appears to try to do just a little something 
for everyone but this is the very ineffective 
approach which the Council criticizes. 


The new budget also cuts back funds 


available for the "impacted areas" program 
which 
means 
a 
further 
reduction 
in 


assistance to some disadvantaged. 


There is also a cutback for vocational 


programs just at a time when 
many 


educators are beginning to realize their 
importance. However, there is a supple- 
mental program to find innovative projects 
for vocational students. And the budget 
message emphasized that the increase in 
research funds would be aimed at pro- 
grams for low income, migrant and non- 
English speaking children. 


President Johnson has finally faced up 


in part to the fact that extensive domestic 
programs cannot be developed and fi- 
nanced while we are fighting a war. But his 
education budget seems to be an attempt to 
spread what funds there are available in as 
many different directions as possible. This 
hardly is the way to promote effective 
educational progress. 


Lincoln as a War President 


In his biography. Lincoln And 
His 


Generals. T. Harry Williams writes that 
"judged by modern standards. 
Lincoln 


stands out as a great war president, 
probably the greatest in our history, and as 
a great natural strategist, a better one than 
any of his generals. He *was in actuality as 
well as in title the commander in chief 
who. by his larger strategy, did more than 
Grant or any general to win the war for 
the Union." 


As Williams further points out. Grant 


was a fine general and after he was placed 
in command. Lincoln found that he had to 
intervene less than before. Earlier he had 
to contend with "the incompetent N P. 
Banks." and erratic and ambitious John C. 
Fremont, but found that he could rely far 
heavier upon W. T. Sherman and George 
Thomas. "But it was Lincoln's horrible 
predicament to be saddled with McClellan 
before he found Grant. . .Consequently, as 
Grant assumed a larger role Lincoln took a 
smaller one—but he never left the stage 
completely " 


The picture of Lincoln ss a magnificent 


war president may seem to conflict with 
other portrayals of him — as a man of 
great humour and great compassion. And 
yet perhaps it was those particular attri- 
butes, combined w i t h insight and intelli- 
gence, that contributed to his successful 
role when the dreadful responsibility of the 
Civil War was thrust upon him. There was 
never in Lincoln any attempt at vengeance; 
he felt as great sorrow about southern 
suffering as about that in the north: he 
understood the problems of the ordinary 
soldier as well as those of his generals. He 
realized that in this particular war. the 
military role had to be pressed to a 
conclusion or the nation would not endure. 
But he further understood the need for 
restraint.

to do Indeed, the surgeons who 
treat serious burns urge strong- 
ly that people put nothing on a 
burn, and especially grease or 
salves. Reason- Too often it has 
to be removed at the hospital 
and tissues, already damaged, 
are harmed still more. 


Tap water is the best first aid 


for severe and extensive burns, 
too — getting the patient into a 
tub of cool water. 


But in extensive burns more 


than the pain is 
important 


There is shock to the system, 
and when a burn 
(even an 


ordinary scalding) covers 10 per 
cent or more of the body, the 
patient should be taken to the 
hospital q u i c k l y . Burns as 
"small" as 10 per cent have 
been fatal in some cases be- 
cause people decided to "wait 
and see." 


With less severe burns, keep 


the burned are in cool water 
until the pain ceases This may 
take an hour, more or less. You 
may have needed more time 


because of removing your hand 
to put the paste on. 


Important: Get the burn tato 


he water as quickly as possible.
